Keiis-on's only object Is 
lo irtduce man to walk la the ways of 
God, and to do rlfc'hl, God himself be- 
in;; the God of I'.ifihlcouEncss and 
]lol!ness, the ideal of all moral per- 
fection. It is the fea.r of God, wjlch 
makes man keep away from Bin, it 
was niuintained. 

Tho fundamental principle of the 
Jowisli religion, explained the speaker, 
is that man is entirely free in his 
choice betwten good ciiil c-vll. 

JudtUsm liiis m:vt-r conaltrntcl the 
jion-be'.levcr to cernai doom, but 
JudBCS men by their deeds, and not 
by tliolr creeds, and he quoted a saee 
jis eayine: "t'.tc ripiiteous of . all na- 
tions have a right in the world lo 
vorae".

STATISTICIANS have .shown, or rather 
attempted to show the real money 
value of a collesre education. They have 
computed the matter in dollars and cents 
and have arrived at the expected con; 
dusion — as they always do— namely, tlifP 
« college educjition pays for itself in thé 
end and ]irobably leaves something: over 
to pay for the education of future genera- 
tions. 

Wp do not quarrel with the findings 
of the .siaiisticians. We believe both in the 
cultural and money value of a college 
education or we would not ourselves be i?), 
college. We have merely brought in the 
above statement as a sort of side issue — 
to show that college is worth something 
even in the eyes of the most efficient and 
jiractical mathematicians and statisticians. 
"What we do wish to point out is the 
enonnous effect that the belief in the 
money value of education has on the 
parents of many students now in college. 

All parents seem to suffer "with the 
same delusion. They think that the best, 
and the best only, will do for their sons 
and daughter.s. And also they seem to 
think that their children will not grow up 
to :be respectable and respected people un- 
less they have had a thorough college 
education. 

To most parents the cultural aspect 
of the question only is the one of interest. 
They send their sons to college to be edu- 
cated, and teach them the. lessons of busi- 
ness and money-making only after they 
have left their Alma Mater. But to some 
the que.'îtion of money is a paramount 
issue. They scrimp and save to send their 
son to college and when he has graduated 
they expect a monetary return for their 
■years of labour. 

College- graduates, especially in the 
general course are not fit to take their 
place in the woi'ld of business soon after 
they have left the university. They are 
handicajjped in a way because they cannot 
accept any position offered them, as for 
example a high school boy who is forced 
to leave school in his second or third year 
can. Moreover tliey ai'e greatly handicap- 
ped by the evident desire of thçîir parents 
to see them land a good position. Evèry- 
, one expects them to stejj into a paying job 
at once in virtue of their education where- 
as, the poor graduate knows that he is not 
fit to asisume liuch a position and that if 
he does manage to get one it it only by the 
sheerest good luck that he can succeed in 
;holding on to it. 

College graduate.*:, like .everyone else, 
^lust aervi: Iheir apprenticeship in busi- 
ness before they can hope to .succeed. No 
one would e.xpect a public school boy to 
proceed directly to a university and yet 
everyone seems to think that for a student 
to step out of college into a managerial 
position it; a ptjrfoctly natural thing. 

only after' the college man has 
succ^iiMf'^in mastering the intricacies oj 
bushiess life that his education starts W 
pay dividends. By that time he will be in 
a position wlicre hi; superior intellectual 
^ . powers, lus command over language and 
possibly his business ideas combined with 
the experience which he has gained after 
leaving college will enable hmi to com- 
mand better pay and a better position than 
the average. •■ 
;''k';£SiIn the nieantinie the money question 
is' raised. The poor student expects to step 
. ^ntp a pfiying position right after leaving 
i^i;^Uegc. Often it is essential, both' for him- 
f^-i^;fielf .and for his family, that he do so. He 
'cannot afford to \v;tit year.s for success. 
He must have it j'ight away-— or, in all 
prpljpbility, he will not have it at all. 
^T|I|iualiy students do not sec the force of 
-this ^argument until after they have been 
in cpilege for several years. Had they .seen 
;jt ejirlier they would have been confronted 
iWitii a question that i.-: beginning to 
, tr()uble some of the best minds in both 

There aro thouspmds of men attend- 
ing college who are in reality too jwor to 
go tliere. Tliey know that on graduation 
they will iiavc to get out and eaj'n their 
keep. On leaving high school these stu- 
^u..t(^tii'i should be confronted with the pi'o- 
'W^'^Ô^ of either learning .^ome businegs 
'career or entering college. The question

n.ivid Kerr, who jf.ivo the Paper on 
Christianity, stated that this religion 
docs not spoak ot a Cod, but of Ood 
nnd the term la used In the sense of a 
proper nptin.

He knows of every- 
thing that goes on in tho world and 
lias a perfect knowledge of all there la 
and can over be. God Is perfection and 
since the knowlcdgo of perfection is 
limited, therefore It mu.st be .-.dmlttcd 
t'.iat He possesses aitrlbut<s or ele- 
ments that Man knows nothing of. 
Ab»elut* P«rf*etien 

"God is perfect- goodness and 
Hia Judgments are mingled with 
perfect love," explained Kerr. 
"God conceived In tho mind of Man 
is absolute perfection, this perfection 
not being limited but boundless can- 
not be grasped." 

The last speaker of the symposium, 
Mortimer ZIotnllk. treated the sub- 
ject of Mohammedanism.

By X process of "sending down" one 
piece after another was communicat- 
ed to the Prophet, the mediator be- 
ing an angel, so^atlmea called the 
Spirit, th« Holy Spirit, and at a later 
time Gabriel This Angel dictated the 
Revelation to the Trophat who repeat- 
ed It after him and afsrwards pro- 
claimed It to the world. 

Borrowed Doetrin** 

Klotniok noalntalned that Moham- 
medanism tK>ri*owed most o( ibs doo-' 
trinea from Judaism and Chrlstlajilty. 
At the bejil'nhtng t^e doctrines of tha 
oartler rollglon wore conspicuous by 
their yroienec, but varying conditions 
forced him to Introduce mmy nav,- 
views. 

"Mohammed's idea, of C)o4 Is «sson- 
tlally that of IHe QUI Testament, only 
He gives greater prominence to the 
(llvliio omnlpott-noo ami arbitrary 
suvroignlty, and lei.s to tho divine 
hoUnea.'s," explained llia speaker. 

Tho ethics of Islam ure not so 
strict or earnest ,t3 those ot Judit- 
Ism, ho explained. Ma.b 'Warriors went 
into bntllo convinced that their Ufa 
Hpnii wuii so doflnltcly dutermlnod 
lhat wliotlicr I'.ioy stayed at homo or 
iiùi i.icir lu: would surely overtake 
i',iem. I'aradUe 1» tl\e goal looked 
forward to by every Arab entering 
into holy battle.
